About 10 miles from Dngort, in Achill 


island, crat to sea, looking like a thin 
line of sand in the waves of tho Atlan- 
tic, is the island of Innishkea. One fine 
morning our party started to visit it in 
a trusty hooker. As tho hooker came in 
sight of the shore great excitement was 
visible among the islanders, and it was 
very hard to realize that we were still 
but 86 hours' journey from London. 


Tho inhabitants turned out en masse. 


The women aud children in their scanty 
garments of red flannel crouched outside 
their cabins, while numbers of the men 
ran down to tho beach and put out in 
their oornclcs ou chance qf rowing ns to 
laud.

Tho old lady was in her picturesque 


native costume—red dross aud plaid 
shawl over her head. Theprincess, how- 
ever, had evidently on first sight of the 
hooker arrayed herself in modern fash- 
ion to do ns honor, and we were amused 
ou penetrating into tho reception room 
to find advertisements from shops in 
Buckingham Palace road and St. Paul's 
churchyard hung np to embellish the 
wall, though only by a favored few 
could they be read. 


The island was destitute of any school 


or moans of instruction for the children, 
a very small proportion either under- 
Stood or spoke English, and there was 
neither watoh nor clock among the peo- 
ple, who had a happy go lucky idea of 
timo and troubled themselves little as 
to Greenwich regulations.

WASHINGTON, January 28.—The Fres- 


uieut to-day sent a message on the cur- 
leacy question to Congress of which 
the following is a synopsis: 


Tu (At Senate anil J[<jusi of fepretent- 


ativcs—In my last annual 
commended to the peri juo considera- 
tion of Congress the condition ol our 
national finances, and, in connection 
with the subject, endorsed a plan of 
currency legislation which at that time 
seemed to furnish protection against 
impending danger. This plan has not 
been approved by Congress. In the 
meantime the situation has so cbangec 
that it appears so threatening I deem 
it my duty to ask at the hands of the 
legislative branch of the Government 
such prompt and effective action aa wil. 
restore confidence 
in 
our 
f Inane ia 


soundness and avert n business dis- 
aster and universal distress among our 
people. Whatever may be the merits 
of tho plan outlined in my annual mce 
sage as a remedy for ills existing am: 
as H safeguard agdinat a depletion o: 
the gold reserv* then in the Treasury, J 
am now convinced its reception by 
Congress and our present ndvancec 
stage of financial perplexity necessitate 
additional or different legislation. 


The President urges tho necessity ol 


immediate legislation for the protection 
of tho Treasury from further depletion 
of tiia gold reserve and requests uon 
partisan consideiatiou and action. The 
real trouble is lack of confidence of 
the Government's ability or deposition 
to pay its obligations iu gold, caused 
by the impossibility of the Government 
to keep goldinthe'i'reasury. The only 
way left open to the Government of 
procuring gold is by the issue) and sale 
of bands. Our gold reserve has again 
struck such a stage of diminution us 
requires its speedy reinforcement to 
maiuU.iu the national credit and pros- 
perity and to protect laborers as well 
as employes. There is no fear that the 
Government cannot pay current ex- 
penses with the sixty-three million 
dollar surplus now iu the Treasury, 
but this amount is not in gold, there- 
fore does not meet our difficulty. 


I cannot see that the difference of 


opinion concerning the extent to which 
silver ought to be coined or uaad in 
our country should inteifero with the 
counsels of those whose duty to rectify 
events now apparent in our financial 
situation. They havo to consider tho 
qnustiou of the national credit and the 
consequence that will follow from its 
collapse, whatever ideas may be in- 
sisted on UP to silver or bimetallism 
proper. The nolutiou of tho question 
now pressing upon us only requires tho 
recognition of gold as wall as silver, 
and u concession of its importance, 
rightfully or wrongfully acquired, as 
the basis of national credit. The ne- 
cessity iu the honorable digcharge of 
our obligations is payable in gold and 
a badge of solvency. I do not under- 
stand that the real friends of silver de- 
sire a condition that may follow inac- 
tion or neglect to appreciate the mean- 
ing ot the present exigency if it should 
result iu tue entire banishment of gold
